The largest 
plant I have seen is 18 inches high and 
4 inches in diameter; each tubercle 
bears three to seven hooked, round, 
brownish-pink spines, with which are 
interspersed fewer ivory white spines, 
not hooked, very pleasing in contrast. 
Flower over 2 inches long, of equal 
width, petals bright magenta, green at 
base, filaments and stigmata ~ green, 
anthers white. They were cnce cata- 
logued at $15 apiece, and are still rare 
in collections, unfortunately seldom 
long surviving transplanting from 
their native sands. Too much mois- 
ture soon proves fatal.

This palm was first found 
in the Cantillas canyon, Lower Cali- 
fornia, which opens out onto the Colo- 
rado derest, by Dr. Edward Palmer. 


Dr. J. N. Rose has since found it in 
Mexico, east of Mazatlan, I believe. 
The seeds require from six months to 
three years in which to germinate— 
the older seeds germinating more 
quickly than when fresh from _ the 
tree. I have had them germinate 
readily when over ten years old.
